One afternoon in 1964 | stumbled 
upon WEAR 3 from Pensacola, FL. The antenna was 
facing south to get the four Indianapolis area 
stations so it was aimed correctly for WEAR. If we 
had been on cable (which was not available in 
Kokomo yet) | may not have become a TV DXer.”

A Quarter of TV watchers Use Antennas with Nearly Half Starting to Use Them in the Last Three Years 


NEW ROCHELLE, N.Y.—Disney+is the shiny new toy for consumers and has seen a significant response in its 
first week, but some consumers are going old school, watching TV through over-the-air antennas. 


This comes via a report from Horowitz Research, “OTA: 
The New TV Growth Story 2019,” which finds that 29% 
of TV content viewers 18 years and older own an 
antenna, while one in four (24%) actively use an 
antenna to get TV content on at least one of their sets. 
For many, the move to antenna is actually a recent 
phenomenon, with 44% of antenna users saying they 
got their first antenna within the past three years. 


; Horowitz found in its report that many of the stigmas 
of antenna users (older, not tech- “saWY, lower- income) don't completely pan out. Half of antennas users are 

under 50, with 24% of them being between 18 and 34. The average household income is actually higher than 
non-antenna users. And even with an antenna, they tend to be heavier TV viewers and are more likely to be 

streamers than non-antenna users; 87% of antenna users stream compared to 75% of non-antenna users. 


One reason that could account for the rise in antenna usage is the cord-cutting trend. Horowitz found 39% of 
streamers that got an antenna said it was a key because they wanted to cancel their cable/ satellite service; 
28% said it was a reason, but not the key reason. 


Still, 60% of antenna users still have a traditional pay-TV service. MVPD subscribers use antennas to get 
specific channels not available through their cable/ satellite service, like local channels or those in the middle 
of a carriage dispute. Other reasons are as a backup in case of an outage, to avoid having a cable box and on 
TVs that may not be wired for cable. 


“Free or low-priced TV is more readily available to consumers than ever before,” said Adriana Waterston, 
Horowitz's senior vice president of insights and strategy. “The number of OTA channels is increasing. And new 
technologies like OTA DVRs, OTA integration into connected TV platforms and the rollout of Next Gen TV 
standards will only serve to increase consumer awareness and accelerate usage of over-the-air content in the 
viewing diets of American viewers.”

Los Angeles County, California, today won a victory 
at the FCC when its petition to deny a TV translator 
displacement application was granted. 


K12PO, which can't use channel 12 now that KDOC- 
TV has it, asked to move to channel 15. LA County 
filed to block the move because it said K12PO's 
Operations on channel 15 would cause impermissible 
interference to its land mobile system that operates 
on the channel. In 2008, the county had been 
granted a waiver by the Public Safety and Homeland 
Security Bureau to use the channel 15 spectrum for a 
UHF voice radio system, part of a larger 
communications network with elements both in the 
470-512 MHz and 700 MHz bands.

Mt. Disappointment 
particularly because K12PO's transmitter site is line- 
of-sight to Mt. Disappointment in the San Gabriel 
Mountains, where the county has a transmission site. 


But LA County had another bone to pick with the 
FCC, and this one involves M exico. That's right, 
K12PO isn't the only channel 15 that is causing havoc 
for LA County. 


XHT)JB's Interfering...Again 


In August 1999, VCR owners in San Diego suddenly 
faced a problem. On channel 3 on their sets, their 
VCR pictures were competing with ghosts and 
Spanish audio. It wasn't witchcraft: it was XHT]B, the 
new Once TV station in Tijuana on channel 3, which 
had begun operations after four years of planning. 
The new public television station, still the only one in 
all of Baja California, was forced to coordinate with 
other entities. The IPN dropped its ERP from the 
proposed 100 kW to 40 and ramped it up over 
several days in order to mitigate concerns. 


In digital, XHTJB built out on channel 46. Repacking, 


however, moved it to channel 15. And now, thanks 
to coastal ducting, it's causing serious interference 
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challenges for the county's public safety system, 
known as the Los Angeles Regional Interoperable 
Communications System (LA-RICS). LA County minces 
no words in its disappointment with the FCC: 


"Unbeknownst to LA County, the Commission’s 
International Bureau conducted negotiations with 
the Mexican government to permit the assignment 
of atelevision assignment on Channel 15 in M exico 
not far from the M exico/United States border. 
Apparently, these negotiations resulted in the 
International Bureau agreeing to such an assignment, 
with reduced Effective Radiated Power (ERP) and 
requiring the use of a directional antenna. 
Unfortunately, the Commission did not inform LA 
County of the negotiations. 


The Commission now knows that this agreement 
between the Commission and the M exican 
government was fatally flawed. As demonstrated by 
Pericle to the Commission in a series of site-based 
studies, LA County is now experiencing interference 
So significant at its many of its transmitter sites that 
such sites are unusable on Channel 15. LA County's 
attempts at mitigation (which should be the 
responsibility of the television station, but-for the 
fact that the assignment is pursuant to treaty 
negotiations) have been ineffective thus far, and any 
additional mitigation techniques will be extremely 
expensive to LA County (if such techniques can even 
be discovered)." 


The county also took the opportunity to point out 
that channel 16, which also has a public safety use, 
would have had an interference issue in the other 
direction because of the repacking of KSEE in Fresno 
(which had actually been moved from 16 to 38 due 
to interference and moved again). KSEE was assigned 
another allocation. 


Can XHTJB Be Moved? 


The problem is that there's not much of anywhere 
for XHTJB to go, if it was decided that it had to leave 
channel 15. While repacking plans made room for up 
to two additional TV stations in Tijuana, they were 
not given final assignments. Pre-repack, the IFT-6 TV 
allotment for Tijuana was to be placed on channel 
14. The repacking tables list it as "floating". The IFT-6 
list of frequencies says that it was not even decided 
whether the station would be on UHF or VHF 
because of international coordination. 


XHT]B is already unlike other stations in Tijuana: 
directional and at lower power. (This is how it won 
the right to get virtual channel 11 — because it didn't 
overlap with KTTV.) 
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When A Local Station Becomes DX

| know all of you have had local stations that due to technical issues, go to 
low power operation, sometimes for extended periods. That has now happened 
to one of my local stations. 


On Monday we had some winter weather here, a lot of wind, with rain 
followed by snow. Not generally a problem here, it happens often. This time, there was a slight 
difference. Tuesday morning, | was wrapping up my shift at work. My last hour, not much is happening, but 
the managers at the company | watch are arriving then, and | need to at least make it look like I'm alert. So, | 
put all my usual gear away and listen to the radio. | decided to catch the morning news cast off my local 
station 104.9 WPXN Paxton, Illinois, which is right at the edge of it's coverage area at my job. Nothing doing, 
no station there. | decided that they had some issue with power, and were off or running flea power. On 
the way home, | listened to that frequency, which was mostly WAXI from the Wabash Valley in Indiana. | get 
to about ten miles out from Paxton, no reception of WPXN. | conclude it's off altogether. When | get to the 
exit for Paxton, | see the immediate reason why - the tower they broadcast from in the middle of the local 
electric co-operative work yard is missing. | assume it's on the ground out there. | drive by the station, no 
One is there, and there is a notice on the door. So, once | get home | start looking for news of the tower 
collapse, no results. The station website is up, no mentions of trouble there, and the webstream is 
broadcasting the hiss of an empty channel. Their Facebook page mentions that they are off due to antenna 
issues. Surely, the understatement of the year. 

The following day, nothing heard at all from them. Until | drive to 
work, about a half mile out from Loda, | hear oldies on 104.9. | decide 
WAAXI is up via local tropo. Wrong! The station gets louder as | drive 
the three miles into Paxton. WPXN returned, with a range shorter 
than line of sight. There is a utility truck with a boom extended that 
has an antenna mounted on it at the usual tower site. | then lose reception about three miles south of town. 

The next morning on the way home, | noticed that the reception area I'm getting from WPXN is at odds 
with the location of the improvised tower. | then notice that at the station, a stick antenna with a co-ax 
leading from it is propped into the STL tower at a 45 degree angle about 8 feet off the ground. That accounts 
for the short range, no idea what power they're running, but it can't be more than a few Watts. It doesseem 
to cover the city of license, driving through town later, | lost reception at the west edge of town by the sewage 
plant. | can barely make the station out here in Loda, less than four miles out, on my DX set up. Effectively, 
my nearest local is now actual DX. 
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That’s how John Combs, Eastern TV-DX Editor in July 1988, described this report from Bob Cooper, who at 
that time was living in Providenciales, Turks and Caicos. This is a one-of-a-kind reception and it has never 
been duplicated. Read Bob's original report on page two of the July 1988 VUD at www.wtfda.org

| last reported in about 1978 (!). Once every ten years seems appropriate. At the time, | was reporting from 
Oklahoma (left there with 787 stations logged). Have lived here some 590 miles SSE of Miami since August 
1980. Installed a semi-serious set of VHF,FM and UHF antennas early in 1987 and have been DxXing as time 
allows since. This could be a DXer’s dream: nearest locals, in the Dominican Republic, more than 1:0 miles 
away (2,5,9,11). Within 300 miles, there are fewer than a dozen stations. Nearest UHF is nearly 600 miles 
(PR, FL). All channels clear all of the time, except for DX. At 590-850 miles, Florida signals most frequent DX 
seen. | have logged virtually every VHF and UF (including xitrs) in the state except in western panhandle. No 
longer chasing stations per se because of parallel intense activity on 6 meter, 2 meter and 70cm ham bands: 
one has his priorities. So | end up using TV or FM asa “top off” that conditions are ripe for distant VHF-UHF 
ham band contacts. This means we TV or FM DX “just before and “just after” ham bands have opened. In the 
case of hi-band VJF TV Es, will cross check during intense openings. So much for background. 

| will skip mundane Es and tropo to date. Skip started well here on April 24 and has been More consistent 
and with higher M UFs, than past several years. Did have hi-band Es (chs 7,8) into NC & VA around 1830 EDT on 
May 9". Naturally, | headed for 2 meters. 

Massive, moist high pressure area laid all along the east coast M ay 8-9-10, building strength daily. A front 
from the west began pushing on it early May 9. We saw rapid improvement in FLarea TV and FM sigs here. 
Started seeing hints of mid-Atlantic tropo on hi-band around 1800 M ay 9", very confusing as we had Es int 
SAME area on lo-band, 7, and 8 at 1830! Can you log a 900 mile ch. 7 on Es and tropo at the SAME time? | did. 

By 2300 M ay 9 things were humming. | stayed on 2m and 70cm until 0115 on the 10", and then went to TV 
and FM. Logged in rapid succession WTNH-8 CT (1350mi), WPIX-11 NY (1215 mi.), WM UR-9 NH (1440 mi), 
WGME-13 ME (1520 mi), WPRI-12 & WJAR-10 (MA) (1290mi.) WNEV-7 MA (1360 mi.). Great sigs, many snow- 
free, very stable. Switched to UHF and then remembered that my B-T CM AU-LN pre-amp had been struck by 
lightning and not replaced yet. Oh, well...would try anyhow. WBCF-42 (1305mi) (where’s that one, Bob?—jfc), 
WPXT-51 ME (1510mi), WLIG-55 NY (1225 mi.) WTIC-61 CT (1340 mi.) WNAC-64 (MA) (1340 mi,) WHSI-67 
(1215 mi.), WHSE-68 NY (1215 mi.), and WQTV-68 MA (1360mi.). band stayed open all night with WSBK-38 MA 
(1360mi.) and WBTW-13 SC (910 mi.) (SC snuck in there...) and others added. Around 0420, lo-band VHF also 
from Boston for unusual tropo distances: WCVB-5 and WBZ-4 at 1360mi. Florida QRM off side of antennas, 
even 7’ UHF dish, fierce at times. Virtually all New England on FM band until around 0530 fade out. At that 
point as New England peeled away, | started hearing 900-1000 mile narrow-duct NC sigs on FM (explaining 
earlier WNTW-13). Upon diagnosis, it turned out the UHF pre-amp was not dead, just badly wounded. It had 
lost lower end of band gain and everything below about ch. 45 was a signal loss rather than a gain. Naturally, | 
have replaced that pre-amp 

As interesting as all of this may be (“interesting” is hardly the word for it! -jfc) my real target is Texas on 
UHF (1600+miles). It’s just a matter of time. And the Canadian M aritimes at 1800+miles are also an 
interesting target. ‘Til another 10 years...73, bob

WHIO’s post-repack facility reused their old channel 41 transmission line. Due to issues with the post-repack channel 33 transmitter, 
the transmission line was damaged. (it doesn’t specify exactly what happened, but my wild guess is a loose connection near the 
antenna caused a line mismatch and interlock circuits in the transmitter failed to detect the condition.) 


Sharing will end when WHIO’s backup transmission facility is complete, which could be as soon as November 18"". (three days after 
the STA was filed) On the other hand, if bad weather intervenes, completion could take longer. If you saw CBS programming on 
channel 16.2 in southwest Ohio, this is what you were watching... 


My gut feeling is the Canton, Texas experimental channel 6 application will be denied. M y gut feeling is simultaneous analog FM 
audio and ATSC 3.0 digital on the same channel will not work.

Geminids 

Next period of activity: December 4th, 2019 to December 17th, 2019 
The Geminids are usually the strongest meteor shower of the year and meteor enthusiasts are certain to circle December 13 and 14 
on their calendars. This is the one major shower that provides good activity prior to midnight as the constellation of Gemini is well 
placed from 22:00 onward. The Geminids are often bright and intensely colored. Due to their medium-slow velocity, persistent trains 
are not usually seen. These meteors are also seen in the southern hemisphere, but only during the middle of the night and at a 
reduced rate. 
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
